According- to the Journal, "they dominate 
this nation's defense effort, and depress it, and delay 
it." That startling observation is backed by. leaders 
in the defense structure, especially those con- 
cerned with- missile development. 

Navy Secretary Gates, for instance, says that 
there are too many committees — "too many groups 
with veto power, without responsibility." General 

. Medaris, head of the Army's ballistic missile program, 
pleads that he is "over-oemmittced." General Ir- 
vine of the Air Force observes that committees ". . . 
sort of grow like weeds on the side of the road." 
The head of a concern which has been given the 
job of designing an intercontinental chemical bomber 

'says .". . . it just seems every time I try to do 
something, I trip over a committee." 

Some highly revealing evidence was given by 
Dr. Wernher von Braun, our top rocket expert, in 
testimony to Congress. He said that he and Gen- 
eral Medaris had to leave their work at Huntsvllle, 
Alabama, and go frequently to Washington to at- 
tend committee hearings. Asked if these hearings 
were constructive, Dr. von Braun said "I think we 
have too many ..." They asked if the committee 
system impeded his work, he answered, "Yes, defi- 
nitely." In subsequent testimony he added, in ef- 
fect, that many members ,of the committees he has 
to deal with arc brilliant* experts in their particular 
fields, but are at a loss in dealing with various prob- 
lems and developments involved in missilery.

, Human nature being what it is, we tend Ao envy 
people, in the big-salary brackets. But here's a case \ 
where things aren't always what they seem; V^

est paid player in baseball history/ at an estimated 
salary ^>f $130,000 a year. Btftr' according to L. H. ^ 
Gregory, sport's editor of the Portland Oregonian, 
he'll only have around $33,000 left after paying his 
federal' and state income taxes. In other words, he" 
does a lot more batting for the government than he 
does for himself! " ;

Where the Money Is 
\01d illusions die hard. A conspicuous example 
is the illusion that. the rich, pay most of the cost of 
government. 

At one time there was much truth in this. But 
that was in a vastly different age. 

Some facts presented to a House Committee by 
a spokesman for a group of Rhode Island industries 
"tells the sad tale. The individual income-tax pro- 
duces about' one-half of all federal revenue. The be- 
ginning rate is 20 per cent, which applies to the lowest . 
taxable income. Prom there it climbs, ladder-fash- 
ion, to a top of 91 per cent. 

" An uninformed person might deduce from this 
that the 20 per cent minimum tax is a compartively 
unimportant revenue producer. He couldn't be 
more Wrong — for 84 per cent of all income tax rev- 
enue is" produced by that beginning rate. By way of 
comparison, in a late year the rates above 50 per 
cent produced only about 1 per cent of total federal 
revenue. 

The reason for this is simple enough. There 
just aren't enough rich people to pay the tax bills, 
or even make a sizeable dent in them. Govern- 
ment must get its money from where the money is — 
and most of it is in the hands of people of small and 
moderate means.* It is these people who have the 
greatest stake in efficient and economical govern- 
ment — and in measures which would get rid of non- 
essential spending and reduce the tax load.

Commonwealth Edison's 
Dresden Nuclear Power. 
Station Ahead of Schedule 



' Another major step in the con- 
struction of Commonwealth Edison 
Company's Dresden Nuclear Power 
Station has been completed with the 
successful testing of the plant's huge 
190-foot steel sphere, Willis Gale, 
Edison chairman, announced today. 

The' plant is located on the Illi- 
nois waterway 50 miles southwest 
of Chicago. It is being built by 
General Electric Company. 

The 3,500-ton sphere, which will 
' house the country's largest nuclear 
power reactor, was filled with, com- 
pressed air to a pressure of 37 
pounds per square inch. This is 
.25 per cent above the design pres- 
sure of 29% pounds per square inch. 

With the test completed, two large 
temporary openings are now being 
cut through the 1.4 inch thick steel 
to permit moving in material and 
equipment for installation inside the 
. sphere. 

The largest piece of equipment to 
be moved In will be the 350-ton re- 
actor pressure vessel. It Is inside 
this vessel that the fissioning will 
take place. The vessel is being 
fabricated, by New York Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation at Camden, New 
Jersey. 

It is so massive it must be 
shipped by water. It will be routed 
over the Atlantic and Gulf Intra- 
coastal waterways to New Orleans 
and then up the Mississippi and 
Illinois waterways to the site. De- 
livery is expected late this year. 

"The Dresden program is well 
ahead of. the original schedule," Mr. 
Gale said. "We believe that Dres- 
den Nuclear Power Station will be 
the first full-scale, .privately-fi- 
nanced atomic power plant to come 
into operation in the United States." 

"Our contract with General Elec- 
tric calls for completion by Decem- 
ber 7, I960. We are confident it 
will be ready for operation by the 
middle of that year. The most re- 
cent schedule indicates that fuel 
will be put In the reactor in the 
latter part of 1999, leaving six 
months for preliminary tests." 

Dresden Is being built by General 
Electric for a contract price of 
$45,000,000. It will be owned and 
operated directly by Commonwealth 
Edison.

State funds not needed for cur- 
rent expenditures should be invest- 
ed in "gilt edge" securities and not 
in any long term, revenue bond 
issues, the Taxpayers' Federation of 
Illinois said today.
